WILL SOON MEET AGAIN 
TQ ARRANGE FIRST PLANS 


Thirty-three Leadihg Atlanta Mer- 
chants and Business Men Declare 
Atlanta Can and Shall Give 
Great Industrial Ex- 
position, 


An industrial exposition of the south’s 
resources for 19/0! 

That is the verdict and decision of a 
representative meeting of Atlanta’s busi- 
ness men held yesterday afternoon in the 
chamber of commerce hall to discuss the 
proposition, 

Thirty-three out of the fifty prominent 
Atlanta business men who were request- 
ed to be present and lend their Wews to 
this discussion voted unanimously that 
Atlanta should give the exposition in 
1910, or earlier. 

The matter was discussed pro and con, 
principally pro, for when President Mad- 
dox tried to find someone who took an 
adverse view he sought in vain. Every- 
body had spoken in favor of the exposi- 
tion, and it was when a possible opponent 
ef the movement was sought that Hon. 
John Temple Graves moved that the 
sense of the meeting was favorable to 
the exposition and that another meeting 
be held at the call of the chair to push 
the matter along. 

Colonel W. L. Peel thought the meet- 
fing should go still further, after all the 
favorable discussion, and moved that the 
proposed exposition be positively given 
in 1910. 

Mr. Graves was quick to accept the 
amendment and when his motion was put 
by President Maddox it was unanimously 
adopted. 

It was provided further that the chair- 
man should appoint a committee of three 
to arrange for another meeting of At- 
lanta’s business men to be attended by 
about 200 for the purpose of outlining 
the preliminary plans for the exposition. 
This meeting will be held within the next 
few days in the dining room of the Pied- 
mont hotel, where President Parrott has 
generously tendered a supper for the oc- 
ecasion. This meeting will be preliminary 
to the biennial meeting of the chamber 
of commerce on November 28, at whith 
the 1910 exposition will be the principal! 
theme.

Recently, President Maddox said, a 
number of prominent citizens hag come 
to him ang urged that the chamber of 
commerce should take up this proposl- 
tion. He had no doubt that whatever 
the chamber of commerce decided to do, 
would be fully backed and supported by 
all of Atlanta's citizens. The chamber 
of commerce, he said, wag conservative 
ang would, of course, give careful 
siderati@n to the matter before acting.

President Maddox said. “‘Why should It 
not be Atlanta?’ 

Atlanta, President Maddox declared, 
was now ready to take on something else, 
and if it did he felt there would be no 
doubt about success. 

“We want the exposition ang’ want it 
very much,’ said E. R. DuBose. “I have 
not given much consideration to the plan, 
but I think we are all in favor of the 
plan and can push it to succegs."’

New York, November 6.—Speculative 
spirit regained its composure today after 
being upset by the very weak bank state- 
ment of Saturday. .

The 
resistance offered to the selling pressure 
under the circumstances was considered 
a convincing demonstration of the iIn- 
herent strength of the stock market, 
This can be attributed to no other cause 
than the extraordinary prosperity 
throughout the oountry.

circumstances. This served to some ex- 
tent to relieve speculative. apprehension 
and helped to the recovery in stocks. 
An active borrowing demand for Read- 
ing was reported In the loan department 
which is.isually an in- 
size of outstanding short in- 
terest. The existence of any short in- 
terest in Reading after the severe pun- 
ishment administereq to the bears last 
week, was the cause of surprise. The 
vigorous upshoot of that s#stock, how- 
ever, was confirmatory of a continued 
demand from the shorts. Tomorrow's 
election {n New York was the occasion 
for some speculative operations in the 
stock of public utilities. A mixed group 
of industrials twere also made strong, 
even while the general market was still 
reagtionary.
